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1 . Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: an analog to 
digital converter including a reference ladder, a track-and- hold amplifier tracking an 
input signal with its output signal during a phase and holding a sampled value during, a 
coarse analog to digital converter having a plurality of coarse amplifiers each inputting a 
corresponding tap from the reference ladder and the output signal, a fine analog-to- 
digital converter having a plurality of fine amplifiers inputting corresponding taps from 
the reference ladder and the output signal, the taps selected based on outputs of the 
coarse amplifiers, a clock having phases and a circuit responsive to the clock that 
receives the output signal, the circuit substantially passing the output signal and the 
corresponding taps to the fine amplifiers during the phase has not been shown in the 
prior art.

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threshold level is decided in an analog or digital fashion so as to determine high-order 
and low-order bits of a digital output signal of the converter on the basis of the result of 
decision.
